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THE  Old  Tavern  was  built  sometime  before  1787.  The  original  structure  was  a  small, 
gambrel-roof,  one-story  house  owned  by  Captain  Josiah  Haskell,  who  improved  it 
and  converted  it  into  a  tavern.  When  it  was  sold  to  Caleb  Norwood,  he  still  kept  it  as  a 
public  house,  added  further  improvements  to  it  and  built  the  store  beside  it,  which  is  now 
a  restaurant.  He  also  added  Ureka  Hall  above  it.  After  passing  through  various  hands 
it  was  finally  purchased  by  the  Rockport  Art  Association  in  1929,  remodeled  again  and 
the  large  and  spacious  gallery  built  at  the  rear  of  the  old  building.  The  above  picture 
shows  it  as  you  see  it  todav.

An   Acknowledgment 

Almost  a  year  ago  one  of  our  artists  had  an  idea.  The  idea  was  to  make 
a  picture  book  of  members  of  the  Rockport  Art  Association  which  would  bring 
them  and  their  work  before  the  public  in  a  dignified  way  and  which  might  serve 
also  as  an  added  source  of  revenue  for  the  organization  itself. 

One  day  in  September  our  member  mentioned  his  plan  to  President 
Hibbard,  who  listened  attentively  and  felt  it  worth  trying.  He  invited  Richard 
Recchia, — the  man  with  the  idea, — and  Kitty  Parsons  Recchia,  to  tell  the  board 
of  the  Art  Association  what  they  had  told  him.  They  did  and  were  appointed 
co-chairmen  of  the  Rockport  Art  Association  Anniversary  Book  Committee. 
As  Richard  Recchia  never  accepts  any  office  other  than  serving  on  art  juries, 
he  resigned  in  favor  of  his  wife. 

Work  began  at  once  and  the  chairman  appointed  a  distinguished  committee 
who  were  helpful  in  many  ways  even  though  most  of  them  were  out  of  town 
during  the  winter  months.  Other  members,  including  Richard  Holberg,  gave  able 
assistance  in  specialized  fields. 

By  November  first  letters  were  sent  to  all  the  1939-1940  membership  list 
and  an  extensive  advertising  campaign  was  organized.  As  no  one  could  be 
found  to  take  charge  of  this  work,  Kitty  Recchia  sold  nearly  all  the  advertising 
space  herself.  To  obtain  this  advertising  money  and  without  secretarial  help  she 
sent  out  over  400  notices,  wrote  268  personal  letters  and  contacted  innumerable 
people.  To  collect  the  members'  photographs  she  wrote  an  additional  691  letters 
and  made  over  500  telephone  calls  and  244  personal  visits.  For  nearly  six  months 
the  chairman  devoted  her  time  almost  exclusively  to  the  success  of  this  enter- 
prise, frequently  working  from  eight  to  twelve  hours  a  day  to  accomplish  her 
aim. 

The  endless  details  connected  with  the  making  of  a  book  of  this  kind  can 
only  be  realized  by  those  who  know  something  of  the  elaborate  mechanism 
involved.  But  into  the  completion  of  "Artists  of  the  Rockport  Art  Association" 
Kitty  Recchia  put  more  than  mere  work.  To  it  she  gave  liberally,  her  tireless 
and  unfailing  enthusiasm,  which  made  the  anticipated  book  a  vivid  and  exciting 
picture  in  the  minds  of  those  who  came  in  contact  with  her. 

Her  constant  sweet  temper  and  magnificent  sense  of  cooperation  were 
a  fine  example  for  others  working  with  her.  She  has  the  qualities  that  make  for 
a  successful  editor.  Our  anniversary  book  is  a  distinct  success  and  we  must 
thank  our  competent  chairman,  Kitty  Parsons  Recchia,  for  the  unfailing  patience 
and  enterprise  which  definitely  brought  it  into  existence.

May  I  take  you  back  to  the  day  many  years  ago  that  I  first 
glimpsed  the  fair  village  of  Rockport  as  I  looked  down  upon  its 
kindly  grey  roofs  from  an  elevation  in  the  Gloucester  road  ?  I  could 
see  its  white  church  spires,  its  lofty  tree  tops,  its  reaches  of  field 
and  upland  and  the  bold  and  rugged  contours  of  its  coast  line.  In 
the  distance  a  penciled  line  of  white  surf  broke  about  two  great 
ledges,  "The  Salvages,"  while  silhouetted  against  the  deep  blue  of 
the  sea  were  the  sails  of  a  graceful  Gloucesterman. 

When  I  reached  the  village  and  wandered  about  its  shaded 
streets  and  winding  lanes  and  viewed  its  comely  white  houses  with 
their  sun  splashed  gardens,  gay  with  many  old-fashioned  flowers, 
I  was  charmed.  But  when  I  chanced  to  find  my  way  to  the  little 
harbor  and  looked  out  from  Bear  Skin  Neck  upon  the  sparkling 
waters  of  Sandy  Bay,  I  felt  as  though  I  had  suddenly  stepped  into 
the  gorgeous  canvas  of  a  Turner,  for  here  were  ancient  stone  docks 
and  picturesque  fish  houses,  their  shingled  sides  weatherstained 
and  ragged  from  long  years  of  buffeting  by  wintry  gales. 

Small  sturdy  sloops  were  tossing  at  their  moorings  or  ca- 
reened on  the  harbor  edge  while  being  overhauled  or  painted.  Sails 
were  drying  and  nets  were  being  freshly  tarred  while  a  gentle  west 
wind  was  playfully  tossing  the  dories  about. 

On  Flake  Point,  at  the  end  of  the  Neck,  cod  and  pollock  were 
drying,  and  in  a  quaint  and  shadowy  blacksmith  shop,  a  stalwart 
smith  was  busily  engaged  in  forging  an  anchor. 

Fishermen  were  everywhere  at  their  work,  for  the  Neck  at 
that  time  was  not  the  place  of  residence  it  since  has  become — its 
only  resident  then  being  an  elderly  Portuguese  fisherman,  John 
Silva,  whose  close  cropped  chin  whiskers  and  tiny  loop  earrings  of 
gold  were  later  to  adorn  my  sketch  book.  From  a  nearby  ship  yard 
I  could  hear  the  sounds  of  the  calkers'  hammers  mingling  with  the 
shrill  cries  of  the  sea  gulls  soaring  overhead. 

Beside  an  inner  dock  lay  two  bulky  stone  sloops  awaiting 
orders,  and  off  shore  another  with  enormous  spread  of  canvas  was 
tacking  slowly  southward,  its  dark  hull  weighted  deep  in  the  sea 
with  a  mighty  cargo  of  granite  just  loaded  at  the  quarries  in  Pigeon 
Cove. 


Looking  to  my  right  a  rugged  headland  rose  boldly.  Its 
great  faces  of  rock  glowing  in  ambers  and  ochres,  while  seawards 
an  answering  wall  of  stone  marked  the  cap  of  an  unfinished  break- 
water. I  remember  well  how  that  wondrous  day  did  not  end  its  un- 
folding joy  until  the  coming  of  dusk  and  the  twilight  faded  and  as 
a  fitting  end  to  those  first  hours  of  discovery  I  walked  the  winding 
coast  guard  path  downshore  in  time  to  see  the  great  beacons  on 
Thatchers'  send  their  first  gleams  into  the  night.  Then  returning 
under  the  starlight  to  my  night's  slumbers,  to  be  ended  only  when 
the  crowing  of  the  Rockport  roosters  heralded  the  coming  of 
another  day. 

Looking  backward  through  the  dim  pages  of  history,  it  is 
quite  impossible  to  determine  who  was  the  first  artist  to  visit  the 
Cape.  As  one's  mind  wanders  through  those  early  records,  it  seems 
quite  possible  that  some  hardy  member  of  the  adventurous  crews  of 
those  early  explorers  of  the  Cape — Samuel  de  Champlain  in  1606, 
or  the  sturdy  Captain  John  Smith  in  1614 — may  have  been  blessed 
with  the  eyes  of  an  artist.  Being  keen  in  perception  of  natural 
beauty  it  is  not  too  much  to  imagine  that  while  boats  were  being 
repaired  in  some  sandy  cove,  he  may  have  strayed  away  from  his 
fellows  for  a  brief  moment :  that  he  set  down  roughly  some  remind- 
ing lines  of  the  haunting  beauty  of  Cape  Anne  (as  it  was  named  by 
Prince  Charles  in  honor  of  his  mother,  Anne  of  Denmark,  wife  of 
James  the  first)  and  that  he  carried  them  back  to  Merrie  England, 
where,  in  lofty  paneled  hall  or  humble  cottage  he  might  picture  to 
his  enchanted  listeners  those  memories  of  a  Faire  Cape  in  the  far 
New  World.  A  land  sweet  with  the  perfume  of  wild  rose  and  bay- 
berry,  of  white  magnolias  and  far  reaches  of  marsh  and  forest. 
Yea,  truly  a  faire  land  of  indescribable  beauty.  But  it  well  may  be 
that  history  does  not  disclose  such  a  one  and  so  we  must  leave  the 
first  artist  of  Cape  Ann  undiscovered  and  with  a  toast  to  his  mem- 
ory, pass  on. 

We  do  know,  however,  that  many  years  previous  to  and  after 
the  Civil  War  artists  were  finding  their  way  to  the  Cape,  and  in  my 
search  for  ancient  data  I  have  found  a  few  stray  lithographs  and 
drawings  made  in  the  forties  and  in  1850  one  Edward  Brackett 
modelled  a  bust  of  Wiliam  Cullen  Bryant  in  the  old  Pigeon  Cove 
House.  Following  the  Civil  War  many  famous  names  were  among 
the  number,  Edward  Moran,  William  T.  Richards,  William  M.  Hunt 
and  perhaps  the  best  known  today,  Winslow  Homer,  who  for  a 
period  lived  on  Ten  Pound  Island  in  Gloucester  harbor  and  other 
places  on  the  Cape.  At  a  later  date  came  Stephen  Parish,  Frank 
Duveneck,    Childe    Hassam,    John   Twachman,    Charles   A.    Piatt, 
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Cecilia  Beaux,  Paul  Conoyer,  Edward  Potthast  and  Jonas  Lie,  the 
painters.  Anna  Hyatt  and  Charles  Grafly,  the  sculptors,  and  the 
famous  American  illustrators,  A.  B.  Frost  and  Joseph  Pennell. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  give  a  complete  list  of  the  distin- 
guished artists  who  have  painted  on  the  Cape,  but  we  can  quite 
truthfully  say  that  nearly  all  of  the  leading  ncmes  in  American  art 
have  at  some  time  been  found  as  temporary  or  permanent  residents 
of  either  Gloucester,  Annisquam,  Pigeon  Cove  or  Rockport. 

The  artistic  life  of  the  Cape  seems  at  first  to  have  centered 
in  either  Gloucester  or  Annisquam.  So  while  these  points  on  the 
Cape  numbered  artist  residents,  it  was  not  until  the  middle  eighties 
that  Rockport  acquired  its  first  permanent  artist  resident,  Gilbert 
T.  Margeson,  the  marine  painter,  who  purchased  an  ancient  fishing 
shack  dating  back  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  or  more  which  once 
held  the  fishing  gear  of  Peter  Manning,  who  invented  the  first  trawl 
used  in  mackerel  fishing.  Gilbert  Margeson  was  followed  by  anoth- 
er well  known  painter  of  the  sea,  Parker  Perkins,  and  later  Lester 
Stevens  was  added  to  the  list,  being  the  first  artist  to  be  born  in 
Rockport.  These  were  gradually  followed  by  others  who  made  it 
their  place  of  residence,  but,  while  they  were  for  the  most  part 
painting  the  Cape  Ann  scene,  there  was  no  exhibition  place  beyond 
their  own  studios. 

The  first  art  exhibition  on  the  Cape  was  held  in  the  fine 
"Gallery  on  the  Moors"  in  East  Gloucester  designed  by  Ralph 
Adams  Cram  and  built  for  the  late  William  T.  Atwood  as  an  exhi- 
bition place  for  Cape  Ann  artists.  Shows  were  given  at  this  gallery 
for  several  years  until  the  North  Shore  Arts  Association,  which 
was  founded  a  year  or  two  after  the  Rockport  Art  Association  held 
its  first  exhibition,  a  few  miles  away. 

On  Friday  night,  July  22,  1921,  a  meeting  of  all  the  available 
artists  in  Rockport  was  held  in  the  studio  of  Aldro  Hibbard  for  the 
purpose  of  uniting  in  some  way.  Mr.  Chester  Dodge  acted  as 
temporary  chairman,  and  after  discussing  the  subject  fully,  a  vote 
was  taken  whereby  the  Rockport  Art  Association  became  a  reality. 
Mr.  Harry  Vincent  was  elected  president. 

The  first  show  was  held  in  the  vestry  of  the  First  Congrega- 
tional Church  in  August,  1921.  This  beautiful  colonial  structure. 
set  back  from  the  village  street  and  sheltered  by  lofty  elms,  made 
a  rare  setting  for  the  society  to  make  its  first  bow  to  the  public. 
This  exhibition  proved  very  successful  and  created  much  interest, 
with  a  very  gratifying  attendance  which  led  to  the  next  year's  show 
being  held  in  the  same  place  with  an  "Artist  Week"  added.    The 
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society  soon  found  itself  needing  more  space,  so  quarters  were 
taken  in  the  Haskins  Block  on  Main  Street.  Exhibitions  were  held 
there  for  the  next  few  seasons,  then  one  show  was  held  in  rooms 
over  the  Seaside  Cafe  and  the  following  years  in  Murray  Hall. 

On  the  28th  day  of  August,  1928,  the  society  was  incorpor- 
ated as  the  Rockport  Art  Association.  Soon  feeling  itself  strong 
enough  to  have  a  permanent  home,  and  through  the  foresight  and 
tireless  energy  of  Aldro  Hibbard,  supported  by  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  association,  the  property  on  Main  Street  known  as 
the  Old  Tavern  was  purchased  on  July  11,  1929,  and  a  board,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Aldro  Hibbard,  John  Buckley,  A.  Carl  Butman, 
Antonio  Cirino,  Richard  A.  Holberg  and  Charles  R.  Knapp,  was  au- 
thorized to  arrange  and  contract  for  making  changes  and  improve- 
ments in  the  property.  Most  of  the  restoration  of  the  Old  Tavern 
and  the  designing  of  the  new  gallery  was  done  by  the  Rockport 
architects,  Kendall  and  Young,  who  contributed  their  services.  This 
edifice,  dating  back  to  colonial  days,  lent  itself  admirably  to  the 
needs  of  the  society  and  with  some  slight  changes,  its  old-time 
character  was  brought  back. 

A  little  later  a  large  and  spacious  gallery  was  built  on  the 
grounds  at  the  rear,  which  today  ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  summer 
galleries  in  America. 

In  July,  1930,  on  the  third  centennary  of  the  founding  of  the 
first  settlement  of  Cape  Ann,  the  first  show  in  the  New  Gallery  was 
held  with  Open  House  and  a  pageant  in  the  afternoon  and  evening, 
the  Old  Tavern  being  decorated  as  an  ancient  hostelry  with  Inn 
Keeper,  Town  Crier  and  members  dressed  in  the  costumes  of  the 
olden  times.

Today  the  society  numbers  approximately  128  active  mem- 
bers, 45  associates  and  one  sustaining  member.  Rockport  has  grad- 
ually become  one  of  the  most  important  art  colonies  in  the  country 
and  the  attendance  at  the  shows  has  constantly  grown  until  its  two 
annual  exhibitions — July,  August — are  looked  forward  to  as  year- 
ly events  for  hundreds  of  art  lovers.  With  the  gallery  being  used 
for  oils,  water  colors,  sculpture  and  the  black  and  whites,  and 
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smaller  oil  sketches  on  exhibition  in  the  Tavern,  the  visitor  can  in- 
dulge his  artistic  taste  in  great  variety. 

Many  pictures  of  Rockport  have  been  exhibited  in  all  the  im- 
portant art  shows  in  America  and  many  have  found  their  way  into 
some  of  the  leading  galleries  and  exhibitions  in  Europe.  One  large 
show  in  New  York  a  few  years  ago  numbered  no  less  than  a  dozen 
canvases  of  Rockport  and  I  remember  once  while  in  Italy  seeing  a 
large  canvas  of  the  Harbor  of  Sandy  Bay  on  display  in  the  shop  of 
an  art  dealer  in  Venice.  With  these  exhibitions  and  sales  of  Rock- 
port pictures,  the  people  of  distant  places  have  become  most  fa- 
miliar with  the  beauties  and  attractions  of  Cape  Ann  and  I  venture 
to  say  that  no  other  form  of  advertising  could  have  drawn  so  much 
attention  to  the  Cape  and  Rockport. 

Today  its  fame  surpasses  that  of  many  larger  communities 
and  is  equal  to  that  of  the  Cornish  coast,  Brittany,  the  fishing  vil- 
lages of  Holland,  Capri  and  other  famous  artists'  haunts  in  Europe. 

As  the  years  have  gone  on  there  have,  of  course,  been  certain 
changes  in  the  life  of  the  town  and  its  surroundings,  but  these  have 
not  been  enough  to  affect  its  old-time  charm  and  it  has  to  a  great 
extent  kept  its  unique  artistic  atmosphere.  True  the  fishing  indus- 
try, with  its  picturesque  sloops,  and  the  granite  quarries  with  their 
ox  teams  have  been  sadly  missed,  but  many  things  have  remained. 
From  the  eerie  rocks  and  dark  cedar  trees  of  Dog  Town  Common 
to  the  pebbled  beach  of  Loblolly  Cove,  there  is  still  quite  enough  to 
please  the  heart  of  an  artist. 

In  the  budding  of  spring,  the  sunny  days  of  midsummer,  in 
the  golden  haze  of  Autumn  and  the  bleak  greys  of  a  winter's  day, 
you  will  somewhere  find  an  artist  at  work  conveying  to  his  canvas 
the  beauty  of  that  particular  hour  on  Cape  Ann.  Some  of  their 
canvases  have  remained  in  Rockport  to  grace  its  library,  its  high 
school  and  its  post  office,  while  the  new  buildings  of  the  police  and 
fire  departments  have  collections  by  Rockport  painters  which  make 
these  two  structures  unique. 

Tucked  away  in  quiet  streets,  rambling  lanes  and  along  the 
walls  of  the  harbor  front  are  many  studios,  some  only  small  humble 
workshops  and  others  more  spacious.  Studios  filled  with  all  the 
paraphernalia  of  the  artist's  craft,  along  with  other  accessories 
dear  to  the  eyes  of  a  painter — shiny  Dutch  brass,  bits  of  old  pot- 
tery, sparkling  glass,  quaint  prints,  fine  old  furniture,  a  gay  color- 
ful shawl  from  Portugal,  a  Spanish  Vargueno,  an  old  Chinese 
Temple  hanging,  an  intricate  model  of  a  stately  Salem  clipper  and 
many  other  treasures.     In  the  long  evenings  of  fall  and  winter, 
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when  artists  gather  before  the  glowing  wood  fire,  there  is  much 
talk  of  sketching,  trips  to  foreign  lands,  of  the  masterpieces  of  the 
Uffizi  and  the  Prado,  of  the  prospective  merits  of  realism,  surreal- 
ism and  abstraction,  or  the  latest  discovery  of  the  artistic  spot 
light,  and  when  the  bell  of  the  Village  Church  strikes  the  hour  of 
midnight  a  few  studio  lights  still  shine  on  to  tell  of  som2  lingering 
souls  who  find  the  talk  too  interesting  to  end. 

On  a  summer's  day  when  the  great  billowy  clouds  pile  high 
over  Pigeon  Hill  and  throw  their  fleeting  shadows  over  the  yellow 
fields — when  the  west  wind  ripples  the  fronds  of  the  willows,  and 
the  sea  is  a  splash  of  cobalt — when  gayly  colored  "Italian  Drag- 
gers"  in  brilliant  translucent  greens  and  blues  lay  beside  the  grey 
stone  docks — when  fishermen  sing  as  they  mend  their  nets,  accom- 
panied by  the  gentle  melody  of  the  sea  wind  and  the  lazy  lapping 
of  the  tide — when  sunlight  and  shadow  conspire  with  magic  touch 
to  make  every  vista  a  delight — this  is  a  day  to  transform  the  Cape 
into  a  paradise  for  one  in  search  of  artistic  inspiration. 

The  purpose  of  this  little  book  is  in  some  measure  to  give  you 
the  artistic  surroundings  and  call  of  Cape  Ann  and  to  furnish  a 
brief  pictured  biography  of  the  artists  who  have  carried  on  the 
work  of  the  Rockport  Art  Association  since  its  founding  almost 
twenty  years  ago.  We  hope  it  may  serve  as  a  friendly  bond  between 
you  and  the  members.

The  following  article  is  quoted  from  "TOURIST  GUIDE  TO 
CAPE  ANN/'  by  Roger  W.  Babson  and  Foster  W.  Saville,  by  per- 
mission of  the  authors: 

''Bearskin  Neck,  at  Rockport,  now  known  as  an 
artist  colony,  was  the  commercial  and  shipping 
center  of  Sandy  Bay  for  over  150  years.  An 
old  original  manuscript  written  by  Winthrop 
Pool,  who  was  first  postmaster  of  Sandy  Bay  in 
1825,  after  'perusing  some  manuscripts  that  were  penned  by  my 
father  and  grandfather'  refers  to  the  derivation  of  the  name  'Bear- 
skin Neck'  as  follows: 

"During  the  early  settlement  of  Sandy  Bay,  the  inhabitants 
were  greatly  troubled  with  bears  then  inhabiting  the  woods,  which 
often  destroyed  many  sheep  and  cattle.  Having  borne  this  evil 
'till  it  became  insufferable,  they  resolved  on  their  utter  extermina- 
tion. The  men  armed  themselves,  and,  with  their  dogs,  proceeded 
in  company  to  rid  themselves  of  these  troublesome  beasts.  In  the 
pursuit,  many  bears  were  killed,  but  others,  finding  themselves 
too  closely  engaged  by  the  dogs,  were  routed  and  driven  by  the 
hunters  and  dogs  on  a  point  of  land,  the  north  side  of  Long  Cove. 
Here  many  bears  were  killed,  others  took  to  the  water  and  at- 
tempted to  swim  across  the  cove;  before  they  landed  they  were 
dispatched.  Having  completed  the  slaughter,  they  skinned  them  and 
spread  the  skins  on  the  point  to  dry.  From  this  circumstance,  the 
point  took  the  name  of  Bearskin  Neck  Point.  It  has  been  a  place 
of  much  business.  Being  very  contiguous  to  the  most  convenient 
landing  places,  it  therefore  is  used  for  curing  fish."

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"Rockport  has  the  advantage  of  almost  any  other  watering- 
place.  It  is  a  beautiful  village,  with  about  three  thousand  inhab- 
itants. *  *  *  *  The  citizens  are  fast  building  beautiful  situations 
and  laying  out  their  front  yords  with  fine  flower  beds.  A  railroad 
from  the  florishing  town  of  Gloucester  to  Rockport,  is  anticipated 
at  an  early  date. 

"The  people  of  Rockport  are  wealthy,  which  has  been  accum- 
ulated by  industry,  and  close  application  to  business.  We  heard 
an  agent  remark  while  residing  there,  it  was  one  of  the  most 
prompt  places  to  meet  engagements  he  had  met  with. 

"While  there  we  visited  a  large  and  florishing  Sabbath  school ; 
the  superintendent,  a  devoutly  pious  good  man,  told  us,  he  had 
constantly  attended  the  school  from  the  commencement,  twenty- 
eight  years,  or  therabouts ;  and  it  would  be  his  desire  to  step  out 
of  the  Sabbath  school  into  heaven."

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Seventy-five  years  ago  a  fish  house  was  built  on  Bradley's 
Wharf  that  reached  out  like  an  arm  into  the  harbor  side  of  Bear- 
skin Neck.  The  building  was  painted  the  color  of  New  England's 
old  red  barns  and  for  many  a  busy  year  thereafter  the  wharf  floor 
was  piled  high  with  mackerel  hoisted  in  buckets  by  fishermen  from 
the  holds  of  sloops  anchored  below.  Then,  twenty  fishing  boats  reg- 
ularly worked  in  and  out  of  Rockport's  harbor.  At  sunset  it  was 
not  uncommon  to  see  them  packed  so  tightly  together  in  the  tiny  bay 
that  an  agile  boy  could  easily  cross  from  Bradley's  to  the  Town 
Wharf,  where  the  Yacht  Club  now  stands,  simply  by  jumping  from 
deck  to  deck  and  never  once  having  to  resort  to  oars.  In  those  days, 
too,  the  nightly  lullaby  for  drowsy  sleepers  in  the  white  houses  that 
lined  Main  Street,  was  furnished  by  the  rumble  of  the  "jiggers," 
mammoth  horse-drawn  drays,  used  to  haul  boxes  of  salted  fish  all 
night  long  from  the  water  front  on  the  Neck  to  the  railroad  and  the 
the  outside  world. 

"Motif  No.  1"  is  probably  the  most  painted  single  building  in 
America.  Like  the  fishing  fleet  at  Concarneau,  or  the  little  houses 
below  the  cathedral  at  Chartres,  or  Highland  Light  on  Cape  Cod, 
this  single  fish  house  on  Bradley's  Wharf  is  known  in  far  off  cor- 
ners of  the  world.  So  the  story  goes,  a  Yankee  once  found  a  picture 
of  it  in  South  America  that  had  been  printed  in  Czechoslovakia  and 
which  he  carried  back  with  him  all  the  way  from  the  tropics  to  the 
wall  of  his  New  Hampshire  home. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  fish  house  passed  from  the  hands  of 
George  and  John  Tarr  to  Sweeney  Hanson.  He  was  the  last  Rock- 
porter  to  use  the  property  for  fishing  and  to  sail  a  fishing  boat  reg- 
ularly out  of  the  old  harbor.  She  was  the  sharp  nosed  Norwegian 
type  with  "Lena  May"  lettered  in  yellow  across  the  bottle  green  of 
her  stern.  A  solitary  ghost,  she  remained  tied  up  long  after  her 
days  of  active  service  were  over  until  finally  she  sank  at  the  dock 
and  her  old  bones  were  fished  up  and  sold  for  lumber  in  the  town. 

Braced  against  hurricanes  and  with  the  earth  at  her  founda- 
tions almost  washed  away  by  high  winter  tides,  "Motif  No.  1"  still 
serves  actively  as  an  artist's  studio,  a  well  loved  landmark  in  the 
village.  It  commemorates  the  smell  of  tar  and  fish,  the  creak  of  sail 
and  ropes  of  the  picturesque  fishing  industry  that  ever  since  the 
days  of  Winslow  Homer  has  been  attracting  artists  to  the  tip  of 
Cape  Ann.

Americans  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  know  the 
North  Shore,  that  stretch  of  noble  coast  which  goes  from  Boston 
to  Portland  and  onward,  but  most  of  them  know  it  in  its  summer 
habiliments.  They  miss  much  by  not  seeing  it  in  winter,  especially 
Essex  county  and  Essex  county's  Cape  Ann. 

Who  knows  not  a  countryside  in  winter  knows  it  not  at  all. 
When  you  go  down  on  Cape  Ann  in  winter  from  inland  sections  you 
see  things  to  make  you  open  your  eyes.  The  coast  territory  shows 
wonderful  winter  loveliness  of  sky,  sea  and  earth.  Apparently  some 
well-meaning  people  believe  that  as  soon  as  the  last  summer  hotel 
has  closed,  and  the  last  pair  of  linen  plus  fours  has  flapped  into 
half-pay  desuetude,  the  year-round  inhabitants  of  the  North  Shore 
retire  to  their  igloos  or  lighthouses  to  hibernate  until  June  antici- 
pates July.  This  is  a  pleasing  and  a  facile  theory,  but  it  overlooks 
the  fact  that  all  citizens  have  a  constitutional  right  to  live  12 
months  in  the  year.  This  is  what  they  do  on  Cape  Ann,  as  in  parts 
adjacent,  and  often  in  surroundings  much  more  agreeable  than 
bricks  and  mortar  and  noise  and  dirt. 

Very  often  on  Cape  Ann  it  will  not  be  so  cold  as  in  Boston. 
There  may  be  wind,  but  in  the  matter  of  that  nobody  will  dare  to 
question  Boston's  supremacy  or  its  character.  The  picture  of  Cape 
Ann  either  banked  in  snowdrifts,  or  trembling  to  the  beating  of 
angry  seas,  or  both,  is  dramatic  but  quite  inaccurate.  There  are 
days  and  weeks,  when  the  fields  and  woods  are  kindly,  alive  with 
anything  but  wind.  The  blue  sea  and  gray  rock  and  trees  give  it 
a  beauty  vivid  and  living  beyond  words,  and  seem  to  hold  it  as  a 
piece  of  nature's  enamelling  for  all  America  to  see,  a  stately  robust 
jewel  in  New  England's  treasure.  If  people  go  to  the  North  Shore 
only  in  summer  they  miss  all  this. 

One  of  the  most  striking  experiences  is  to  go  down  to  Cape 
Ann  in  the  winter  at  night.  The  car  will  be  like  all  railroad  cars. 
The  gliding  roughish  motion  will  be  soothing  as  ever.  Doors  will 
open  and  patient  trainmen  will  call  out  names  of  stations.  At  last 
the  run  is  over  and  one  descends.  A  couple  of  hundred  yards  walk, 
and  lo,  the  city  is  a  thousand  miles  away,  the  hurry  and  anxiety  and 
sordidness  are  gone !  There  may  not  be  a  capful  of  wind,  there  may 
not  be  a  grain  of  snow,  but  the  cool  air  is  cleanly  and  sweet.  The

moonlight  mellows  that  white  house,  the  one  with  the  tranquil  light 
in  the  sitting-room,  and  makes  the  elm  trees'  branches  turn  to  lace. 
Looking  up,  and  drenched  in  moonlight,  a  man  marvels  gratefully. 
Inland  the  low  hills  are  banked  soothingly  with  trees.  Looking 
out  to  sea,  even  the  most  indurated  rationalist  must  feel  romance. 
The  sentimentalists  and  the  dreamer  don't  get  half  so  much  from  a 
few  hours  or  days  in  these  surroundings  as  the  average  city  man 
to  whom  winter  means  merely  ploughed  paths,  chained  motor  tires, 
frosted  windows  and  overheated  quarters.

Observations  during  some  dozen  years  punctuated  by  fre- 
quent visits  to  Rockport  not  only  in  summer  but  throughout  all 
seasons  have  established  firmly  in  my  mind  the  fact  that  Rockport 
is  a  self-contained,  miniature  art  world.  One  finds  there  artists  of 
all  degrees  of  talent,  ability,  style,  and  school,  many  of  them  per- 
manent residents  and  many  more  loyal  Rockporters  by  adoption  for 
a  portion  of  the  year.  Also,  in  addition  to  the  distinctive  gallery  of 
the  Rockport  Art  Association,  one  discovers  numerous  alluring 
smaller  galleries  which,  like  Topsy,  seem  to  have  "just  growed" 
from  its  art-fruitful  soil.  While  the  Art  Association's  exhibition 
walls  are  guarded  by  a  liberal  jury  in  these  latter  is  an  even  wider 
diversity  of  paintings,  prints  and  sculpture  ranging  from  soundest 
conservatism  to  wildest  modernism  with  a  constant  procession  of 
adventurous,  experimental  stages  in  between.  All  these  aid  and 
abet  the  salty  breezes  in  making  this  Cape  Ann  town  a  most  ex- 
hiliarating  spot. 

Rockport  comes  rightly  by  her  prominent  position  in  the  Am- 
erican art  world,  for  it  would  be  difficult  indeed  to  discover  more 
paintableness  in  an  equal  area  anywhere,  so  varied  are  the  subjects 
that  Nature  flings  about  in  prodigal  profusion  and  abandon.  There 
are  the  open  ocean,  Sandy  Bay,  snug  little  harbors  for  picturesque 
fishing  boats  and  pleasure  craft,  sunny  beaches  for  lazy  waves  to 
curl  up  on  and  huge  ragged  rocks  upon  which  wilder  ones  may  dash 
themselves  in  a  competition  of  high-flung  spray,  quaint  little  houses 
with  most  beguiling  roof  lines  and  chimneys  dotting  inviting  lanes 
and  winding  streets,  and  beyond,  a  most  effective  backdrop,  moor- 
land and  high,  rolling  pastures,  rich  in  color  at  every  season.  What 
more  could  be  asked  by  artists  and  art  students  who  come  here  from 
all  quarters  of  the  country? 

Rightfully,  too,  has  Rockport  long  been  a  magnet  for  visitors 
from  far  and  near,  to  see  not  only  her  natural  beauties  but  their 
representation  by  the  artists.  It  is  not  surprising  anywhere  that 
one  may  travel  to  come  upon  a  picture  of  the  familiar  "Motif  Num- 
ber One,"  or  any  other  Rockport  scene.  The  current  tragedy,  how- 
ever, is  the  fact  that  many  of  these  visitors  who  can  come  only  on 
Sundays  may  no  longer  buy  works  of  art  on  that  day,  although  they 
may  purchase  almost  anything  else  that  their  heart  desires,  includ- 
ing tickets  to  baseball  games. 

The  Rockport  Art  Asosciation's  annual  exhibitions  rank  high 
among  America's  summer  displays  but  while  we  here  in  this  section 
of  the  country  recognize  that  fact  with  pride  our  New  England 
conscience  reminds  us  that  they  should,  for  Rockport  has  so  much 
to  offer  the  artist.  It  is  no  more  than  natural  that  this  old  Cape 
Ann  fishing  village  should  be  an  art  world  in  miniature.
